He once 
did have a head of hair that shamed the set- 
ting sun with its Flory. But now it is gone 
and he has tackled every physician in Chi- 


cago for a new roseate hirsute adornment 
without success. 


He was finally referred to Dr. Woodbury, 
of facial transformation fame. He offered 
$2,000 and all expenses paid for the afore- 
said adori:ment.

England Shows Her Hand in the 
Venezuela Controversy. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S. . DISPATCH.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The St. James Gazette 
this afternoon made some highly important 
and sensational] statements regarding Vene- 


zuela, which seem to show that the dispute 
between that Republic and Great Britain 
has assumed a very grave aspect, It says 
that since the Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain 
assumed office as Secretary of State for the 
colonies, he has paid close personal atten- 
tion to the question of the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela and 
that he has taken the initiatory in directing 
in part the administration of affairs of the 
British colony of Guiana adjoining Vene- 
zuela. Mr. Chamberlain's hand, it appears, 
has been felt in the local executive council, 
and the St. James Gazette adds: We are 
now enabled to give the tenor of a remark- 
able dispatch in which is outlined the im- 
perial policy towards the colonies. The 
document is of much importance, inasmuch 
as it was followed by cabled instructions 
from Mr. Chamberlain to the Governor of 
British Guiana, Sir Charlés Cameron Lees, 
K. C. M. G., to take steps to defend the 
frontier, where the Venezuelans may at- 
tempt to cross. The mere fact that Mr. 
Chamberlain cabled instructions for the de- 
fense of the frontier in this manner is posi- 
tive proof that the Imperial Government 
will not tolerate a repetition of the Uruan 
incident and that it intends to hold the 
„ within the Schomburg line by 
force necessary. 

„In this dispatch Mr. Chamberlain advo- 
cates especially fostering gold mining and 
urges the cutting of a from the upper 
Barima river to Cuyuni, pointing out its 
importance from a military point of view, 
as it would enable the Government to keep 
more closely in touch with the frontier and 
repel attempts at Venezuelan aggression, 
and in view of the possibly ge and rapid 
expansion of gold mining, it will be neces- 
sary to provide ad uately for the protec- 
tion of the Northwestern district and recom- 
mending an increase in the number of mili- 
tary and police as well as the erection of 
barracks on the frontier.”

How High Ecclesiagtics View the 
Pope's Recent Letter. 


HIS POSITION IS CLEAR. 


Is Strongly Opposed to the Participa- 
tien ef Catholics in “Promiseu- 


ous Religious Comgresses.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Among high 
ecclesiastics here it is felt that the Pope’s 
letter to American Archbishops, urging non- 
participation by Catholics in “promiscuous 
religious congresses“ opens up a question 
of more importance than the sectarian 
school question, the Cahensley movement 
or the other issues which have been pre- 
sented of recent years. 

It is said that the Pope’s opposition to 
religious congresses does not affect the 
Catholic Church alone, but has a bearing 
on the entire movement toward Christian 
unity, which began in England and has 
spread through this country. The purpose 
of this movement was to harmonize and 
unify all divergent sects on non-esgsentials, 
bringin 2 together on the one essential 
tenet of Christianity. 

There has been division of opinion as to 
whether the Catholic Church could enter 
into this plan of untty. An eminent Cath- 
olic — a series of @ermons in Wesh- 
ington, showing there was but one plan of 
unity possible ,and that was the return of 
all the sects to the Catholic Church, 

Other Catholics have taken a more liberal 
view, and this broader sentiment found 
expression in the attendance of Cardinal 
Gibbons at the Congress of Religions at 
Chicago. At that time Mgr. Satolli was in 
Chicago, but took no part in the congress.

The ge of the Pope’s letter is said 
to leave no room for doubt as to the posi- 
jon of Rome on the holding of congresses, 
or the broader question of church untiy, as 
the following direct statement es .

SILVER IN CIRCULATION. 


A correspondent is disturbed by the 
statement of Secretary of the Navy Her- 
bert that within the last seventeen years 
the United States have added to their 
circulation the stupendous sum of $649,- 
700,000 of silver currency, and have now 
more silver per capita than any silver 
country in the world.” The correspond- 
ent asks us to refute this by giving the 
total silver coinage since the foundation 
of the Government, the total silver in the 
Treasury and the total silver in circula- 
tion by deducting these two. 

Now, it would not be an exact calcu-

An Explanation by Officials ef the 
„ , Chicage University. 


CHICAGO, Oc. 18.~Albion W. Small; head 
professor of sociology, and Nathaniel But- 
ler, director of the University Extension Bu- 
reau of the University of Chicago, with the 
concurrence of President Harper, have re- 
plied in a lengthy letter to the statements 


made by Prof. Edward W. Bemis, relative 
to his dismissal from the university. 

They say that from the first Prof. Bemis’ 
position was that of a university extension 
professor and that his services were never 
needed in the university proper The num- 
ber of lectures delivered by the professor are 
cited and it is said that the attendance con- 
stantly decreased. His actual earnings are 
given as $1,000 a year, whereas his salary 
was $2,500. There being no endowment for 
carrying on this work, it beeame evident 
that Prof. Bemis’ lectures would have to 
cease. 

Regarding Prof. Harper's letter to Prof. 
Bemis, it is said: 

“The letter of President Harper to Mr. 
Bemis in reference to his remarks in the 
First Presbyterian Church was written at a 
time when the citizens of Chicago were in 
great anxiety because of the disturbed condi- 
tion of affairs. It should, however, be noted 
that President Harper’s request that Mr. 
Bemis should exercise care in his state- 
ments was not made with reference to any 
utterances which Mr. Bemis was making in 
university work or in a university extension 
lecture, but in an outside capacity before a 
promiscuous audience. This was, as already 
intimated, at a time when tation of any 
kind was universally regarded as impru- 


dent. It should also be noted that President
